Trotter, Jr., the Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation, will explain to you how much 
stock it will be necessary for you to 
take out, and how much it will cost 
each month to carry the loan you re- 
quire. 

Under the Building and Loan plan, 
by making payments monthly, it would 
only be a matter of a few years until 
you owned the property in which you 
arc now living, and for which you are 
now paying rent each month to some- 
one else. 

We would like to have all the resi- 
dents of Narberth members of the As- 
sociation, and hope you will make ar- 
rangements to take out stock in the 
twenty-seventh series at the March 
meeting, and if you are already a stock- 
holder, would ask that you increase 
your holdings so that we can make this 
series the largest one the Association 
has ever issued.

THE PENNSYLVANIA SCHOOL 

EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT 

SYSTEM. 



A. retirement system for public school 
teachers now forms a part of almost 
ovory progressive school system. Many 
European countries adopted the teach* 
ers' retirement system long lie fore this 
movement became so general in our 
von n try. The list of foreign countries 
that have adopted teachers' retirement 
systems includes Belgium, France, Italy, 
Great Britain and Ireland, Russia, Hol- 
land, Greece, Servia, Denmark, Sweden, 
Genu any, Austria- Hungary, New Zea- 
land, Japan, South Africa and various 
South American countries. 

Tho history of teachers' pension sys- 
tems in tho United States is compara- 
tively brief. The first city system was 
established in Chicago in IS!).'). Tho 
first State-wide system was established 
in New Jersey in 180G. Thero are* now 
thirty -four States in the Union in 
which teachers' retirement systems have 
been established; in twenty-threo 
States the system is St ate- wide in its 
application. The names of the twenty- 
threo States having a State-wide sys- 
tem and the dates of establishment fol- 
low: 

-New Jersey, 1896.

Connecticut, and Pennsylvania, 1917. 
The Pennsylvania school employees' 
retirement system has been established 
on a sound actuarial basis. The rates 
of contribution to the retirement fund 
for both employee and employer have 
boon adopted as a result of a careful 
actuarial investigation of the mortality 
and service experience of teachers 
throughout the country. One-half of 
the annual retirement allowances will 
be paid from contributions by the em- 
ployees and one-half by the employers. 
The retirement system will bene tit the 
public school system of the entire State. 
For the purpose of membership in tho 
Ketirement Association, employees aro 
divided into two groups— present em- 
ployees and new. entrants. All persons 
employed in any capacity in connection 
with the public school system of this 
'Commonwealth prior to duly IS, 1017, 
are termed "present employees"; thoso 
employed for the first time since July 
18, 1017, are termed "new entrants." 
Membership in the Ketirement Associa- 
tion is voluntary for present employees 
and compulsory for new entrants. All 
present employees who desire to become 
members of the Retirement Association 
are directed by the Helirement Act to 
make written application to the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
before July 1, 1010. 

The management of the retirement 
system is vested in the Retirement 
Board, consisting of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, the State Treas- 
urer, a member appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth, three mem- 
bers of the State Retirement Associa- 
tion elected from among their number 
in a manner to be approved by the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
the State Treasurer and tho member 
appointed by the Governor, and one 
member, not an employee nor officer or 
employee of the State, who shall be 
elected annually by the other members 
of tho Board to serve for a term of ono 
year. 

The Retirement Act makes it obli- 
gatory on the part of employers to co- 
operate with the Retirement Board by 
furnishing such information, keeping 
such records and performing such other 
duties as may be necessary in the or- 
ganization and administration of tho 
retirement system. A special circular 
of information outlining in detail the 
duties of employers in relation to the 
retirement system will be mailed to tho 
Secretary and Treasurer of each school 
district in the State. 

The Pennsylvania retirement system 
provides for the return of all contribu- 
tions, with interest at A r A compounded 
annually, to an employee who for any 
reason separates permanently from 
school service before reaching the re- 
tirement age. Should an employee die 
before retirement, the contributions to 
the retirement fund will be paid to his 
or her estate. Young teachers who ex- 
pect to teach for a few years only will 
find the retirement fund a convenient 
and safe savings fund. 

On retirement teachers have tho 
choice of a number of options: 

(a) To receive their allowances in 
monthly installments; or 

(b) To receive reduced payments 
with the provision that any sums re- 
maining at death shall be paid to his 
or her heirs or assigns; or 

(c) To receive reduced payments, 
with payments to a designated bene- 
ficiary through life; or 

(d) To receive such other form of 
actuarial equivalent as may be approv- 
ed by the Retirement Board. 

The opportunity which the State Re- 
tirement Act provides for the protec- 
tion of someone dependent upon an em- 
ployee for support, is to many em- 
ployees one of tho most attractive 
features of the retirement system. 

Should any school employee or other 
person desire further information re- 
garding the Pennsylvania school em- 
ployees' retirement system, it may be 
obtained by addressing the Secretary of 
tho State Retirement Board, Harris- 
burg, Pa. 



TREASURY DEPARTMENT 



Office of Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, Washington. 



That there will be no general exten- 
sion of time beyond March 15th for the 
filing of returns and for the payment 
of income and excess profits taxes due 
on that date, is the decision of Daniel 
Roper, Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue. The announcement was made- by 
Collector Kphraim Lederer immediately 
following the approval by the Senate 
and House of the report of the con- 
ferees on the new Revenue Bill. 

"It is necessary to get the initial 
tax payments in by March loth," says 
Commissioner Roper. "No other course 
is possible. Some months ago, the 
Treasury issued certificates of indebt- 
edness to an amount approximating 
$800,000,000, maturing March 15th. The 
first payment of tho income and excess 
profits taxes for 1018 was planned foi 
that date, to meet this huge obliga- 
tion. 

"The American people have proven 
that there is no emergency too great 
to be met and solved, by co-operation. 
This present situation is another emerg- 
ency which can be overcome by co-oper- 
ative effort. Tho Bureau extends its 
every force toward this end, and I am 
relying upon the people to meet the 
situation whole-heartedly. 

"The Internal Revenue Bureau must 
carry out the program prescribed in the 
now law, which requires all returns for 
101 S to be filed on or before March 
loth, 1010, and requires the first quar- 
terly payment or tho entire payment to 
be made on or before that date. 

"Kvery taxpayer who can possibly 
do so is urged to make full payment of 
his income tax on or before March loth. 
The quarterly payment method is in- 
tended for taxpayers whose financing 
of the tax at one time would tend to 
upset local financial conditions. 

"The approval of the report of the 
conferees by the Senate and House of 
Representatives brings the new Reve- 
nue Bill to the point where it may be 
assumed to bo law. The Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau has been making prepara- 
tions to collect the taxes which it pro- 
vides, and is now putting all of its ef- 
forts into aiding the taxpayer to ful- 
fill the obligations imposed. 

"The Bureau has arranged to send an 
advisory force of several thousands of 
deputies and agents to assist taxpayers. 
These officers will be stationed at con- 
venience points where they may be con- 
sulted without charge. Taxpayers 
should take the initiative and get in 
touch with these revenue men for any 
needed advice and assistance in pre- 
paring returns. 

"The forms for the tax returns arc 
being printed and all forms will be in 
the .hands of collectors between Peb- 
inarv 15th and March 1. "

employees of the school are NOW get- 
ting proper remuneration. Ho is going 
to wait for the State to take the initia- 
tive.

JAMES H. COMPTON 



Last Sunday afternoon, February Oth, 
at 4 J*. M., memorial services were held 
at the Methodist Episcopal Church and 
the second gold star was added to the 
Service Flag of that Church in honor 
of James JI. Comptoii, who was killed 
in shell fire in France on October 14th, 
I!MS. Several months previously the 
first gold star was added in honor of 
Lt. Harold Speakman, the first man of 
Narberth to give the supreme sacrifice 
for his country. The Hun. Fletcher W. 
Stites gave the address and unfurled the 
Service Flag showing the two gold 
stars. The pastor, Kev. F, M. Gray, 
conducted the services and read- the 
beautiful letter from James 'Compton's 
Captain, Win. M. Rogers, Captain of the 
321st Field Artillery, Mrs. Hoffman 
sang and Mr. Xickerson presided at the 
organ. Beautiful tloweis were on Hie 
altar table and the large audience mot 
to do honor to his memory and show 
gratitude for his supreme sacrifice. 

.lames II. Compton was born March 
24th, ISSi), at Sperryville, Va., and was 
called to the colors on September 12th, 
1017, and sent to Camp Meade and 
thence to Camp Gordon. He sailed for 
Franco about May 20th, 1018, and was 
killed in a bombardment on the after- 
noon of October 14th in the valley of 
the Oise and was buried by the lieyi- 
meutal Chaplain and his grave in a 
little churchyard near Chatel Chebery 
in the forest of the Argonne in France. 

He is survived by his widow, his par- 
ents ami sisters and brothers. In the 
letter written by the Captain to his 
widow he says: "His death was mourn- 
ed by all of us, and 1 doubt whether 
there was a man in the battery more 
universally liked and respected than 
your husband. He among others gave 
his to-day for our to-morrow." His 
many friends and loved ones in Nar- 
berth know how true these words are in 
our own town, where he was known and 
liked so well. The gold star in the 
Service Flag is a small reminder of one 
who gave himself for us.
